Revised Measure Would 
Regulate and Abolish 
Utilities Backers 


WASHINGTON, Monday, May 
13. (/Pi — The senate interstate 
commerce committee today re¬ 
ported favorably the revised bill 
to abolish and regulate public util¬ 
ity holding companies over the 
protest of two members who, in 
high dudgeon, stalked out of the 
committee session. 

The committee, sitting in execu¬ 
tive session, first voted 13 to 1 
to report it out but later two more 
senators came in and the vote 
grew to 14 to 2. 

Immediately after the vote was 
taken, however, Senator Hastings 
(R., Del.) and Dieterich (D., Ill.); 
bitter foes of the section to abolish 
holding companies by 1942 unless 
they operate geographically inte¬ 
grated units, arose from the hear¬ 
ings and walked out. 

Protest Hotly 

It was indicated from committee 
sources they protested hotly at not 
having longer time to study the 
revised measure, which had been 
amended in committee. 

Among its new provisions was 
one authorizing the securities com¬ 
mission to study investment trusts 
and investment companies to de¬ 
termine what influence they have 
over companies whose securities 
they hold. Such trusts were de¬ 
scribed as being large holders of 
public utility securities. 

The committee acted after less 
than an hour of deliberation over 
the revised measure, which it had 
considered during a week of execu¬ 
tive session. 

The bill carried also all its 
previous provisions for putting the 
federal power commission in 
supervisory jurisdiction over oper- 
i ating companies.

“But in doing anything for the 
farmer,” he declares, “the organi¬ 
zation for a unity of purpose in 
the attack on our problems must 
come from the farmers themselves, 
not from above by a lot of theo¬ 
retical experts.” 

Finch states that while It is 
“hard sledding” for the present, 
he looks to the future with the 


intangible feeling that “times 
are going to get better.” 

Financially, Finch believes he, 
as well as most other New York 
farmers, is in “practically the 
same boat as last year.” 

Price fluctuations are hard to 
follow, he says, and mean a great 
deal as to how much the farmer 
can net. “Hay was $20 a ton last 
fall and this spring dropped to $14 
so you can see how much we lost 
on this one item. 

Feed Costs Rising 

“My apples are selling for 50 
and 70 cents a bushel. I ought to 
get $1 a bushel to break even and 
$1.50 to make money. 

“To add to our milk problems, 
the cost of feed is rising as result 
of the western droughts.” 

As to the price the farmer 
should receive for his milk, Finch 
believes the farmer should receive 
50 per cent of the retail price in 
order to make a good livelihood. 

Finch raises his own farm pro¬ 
duce for consumption by his wife, 
a growing son and himself. 

He has not "treated” himself or 
his family to any luxuries for the 
last few years. As he expresses 
it “I am satisfied ot eat, keep a 
house over my head and pay my j 
taxes.”

Because valencias produce more 
profit than walnuts, the Orange 
county walnut acreage has de¬ 
clined steadily since 1924, a sur¬ 
vey just completed by Agricultural 
Commissioner Dixon W. Tubba' 
office showed today. 

Nearly all walnut land is suit* 
able for oranges, Tubbs said While 
prices for citrus have brought a 
profit almost consistently during 
the past decade, walnut prices 
have been unsatisfactory since 
1930. Red ink resulted from last 
year's bad market. 

In 1924 there were 15,393 acrea 
planted to wa'nuts. In 1934 there 
were but 7185 acres. These fig¬ 
ures include both bearing and non¬ 
bearing, budding and seedlings. 

Average crops were yielded in 
1924 and 1934. Although the acre¬ 
age was cut in half during that 
time, the pounds yielded dropped 
only from 11,000,000 to 9,000,000. 
The income followed the acreage 
decrease—$2,500,000 to $1,167,000.

THE KING’S JUBILEE 

W hen you read about the silver jubilee of King 
George’s reign in England, you may wonder how as 
matter-of-fact, democratic and sensible a people as the 
British happen to have a king at all in this year of 1935. 

Not only does the monarchy survive in the British 
Isles, but historians and observers tell us that it is actually 
stronger, better respected and more loved by the English 
people than it was a generation or two ago. 

The reason evidently is that under the present king, 
his father Edward and his grandmother Queen Victoria, 
the institution has been genuinely helpful to the govern¬ 
ment which it nominally heads. This is a little hard for us 
Americans to understand. To us any king or hereditary 
ruler is just a plain anachronism. 

However, men who have studied the real workings of 
England’s constitutional monarchy do find that in actual 
practice this king has been earning his pay, has been a 
stabilizing influence. Being the one element in the gov¬ 
ernment which remains, while premiers, ministers and 
members of parliament come and go, the king has been 
enabled to serve as an advisor, a balance wheel and a 
mediator in more than one tense situation which imperilled 
m empire. 

Perhaps a great deal or all of this effectiveness was due 
j the fact that George V is a man of quiet forcefulness 
-d dignity. In other words, the good results achieved by 
is royal family may be due rather to the fact that 
gorge V, Edward VII and Victoria were bigger and more 
.atesmanlike figures than we commonly regard them as 
cing rather than to the fact that each happened to wear 
a crown. In any event, the explanation that the king is a 
real working member and not a mere ornament makes it 
much easier to understand why the jubilee celebration 
looms so big in the British islands.
